in each community to give to their 
cause the influence, leadership and 
active help the project warrants. 

The letter sent out through the At- 
lanta campaign headquarters states 
that “loyalty to our immortal dead 
has ever been one of the forces gov- 
erning our conduct here in the south, 
and that there is no appeal or in- 
spiration or sentiment superior to it.” 
Mr. Arkwright also appealed to the 
presidents of chapters in Georgia to 
advise him as to the names and ad- 
dresses of members of the memorial 
sales committee which the presidents 
are requested to appoint. 

Letter to Chapter Heads. 

His letter to the presidents of the 
chapters follows: 

As chairman of the Georgia state com- 
mittee in charge of the distribution of the 
Confederate Memorial half dollar, I respect- 
fully invite your attention to the able edi- 
torial in The Atlanta Constitution of April 
25, 1925. 

Immediate resumption and early com- 
pletion of the memorial at Stone mountain 
depends now on the sale of coin reservation 
certificates redeemable in Memorial half 
dollars on and after July 3, 1925. Only 2.- 
300,000 coins are immediately available for 
the whole United States. Of these about 
500,000 have been allocated to banks and 
trust companies in northern states. 

The national committee has, upon my re- 
quest, reserved for Georgia somewhat more 
than her original quota. The members of 
the Georgia executive committee assume that 
not only would the original quota of 300,000 
coins be entirely* inadequate to the natural 
demand. but also that the state should be 
given the opportunity to lead other states 
in subscribing for the coins. 

The plan of the distribution is for each 
county, city and town in the state to form 
a select sales organization comprised of cf- 
fcers and committees of the civic and patri- 
otic organizations in the community gto sell 
coin reservation certificates bet weeh now 
and May 30 when the campaign in Georgia 
will close. 

Aid of Chapters Asked. 

May I then request that your chapter give 
to the cause in your particular community 
such leadership, influence and active help 
as the object warrants. I would particu- 
larly appreciate your advising me as to the 
names and addresses of the members of the 
memorial coin sales committee which you are 
hereby requested to appoint fer cooperation 
with Your local chairman and executive com- 
mittee. Be kind enough, however, to advise 
your local chairman collaterally with myself 
as to the names and addresses of your ap- 
pointees in order that it may not be neces 
sary for me to remail the advice of your 
appointments to your local chairman.

The broadening of the pro- 
gram, as indicated by the effort to 
make aviation a principal require- 
ment at West Point, however, rather 
indicates that the administration is 
falling in line. 


SHIP OWNERS SUBMIT 
PLAN FOR FLEET SALE 


New York, May 10.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Recommendations to 
make possible the sale of the govern- 
ment-owned fleet and its successful 
operation by American companies, 
laid before President Coolidge by the 
American Steamship Owners’ associa- 
tion, the Ship Owners’ Association of 
the Pacific, and the Pacific-American 
Steamship company were made public 
today. They urge the creation of two | 
special agencies to determine the ex-! 
tent of service to be carried on and 
the amount of direct national aid 
through mail pay and other compen- | 
sation. Included in these organiza- 
tions are almost all the owners of 
ocean-going tonnage under the Ameri- 
can flag. 

The program favors also reduction 
of the shipping board from seven mem- 
bers to three and continuance in some 
form of the fleet corporation under 
the control of the secretary of com- 
merce, Or a secretary of marine, to 
supervise operation of the essential 
steamship services pending liquida- 
tion. 

Other recommendations’ include: 
Extension of the coastwise laws to 
the Philippines, when the president 
deems it expedient; exemption of 
coast trade from Panama canal tolls; 
freedom of ships to transfer to for- 
eign registry, except in national emer- 
gencies;: reduction in Panama’ canal 
tolls, extension of the present con- 
struction loan fund with the stipula- 
tion that vessels so benefited must re- 
main in foreign trade until loans are 
repaid. 

The government is asked to relin- 
quish to privately-owned American 
ships the cargoes of supplies and 
troons in time of neace and to convey 
all government officials and employees 
and all government cargoes in such 
vessels.

Charleston, S. C., May 10.—The 
case against Mrs. Eugene QO. Ingram, 
wife of a Columbia traveling sales- 
man, is expected to come to its third 
trial at the term of federal court that 
opens in Charleston tomorrow. 


Mrs. Ingram was charged with rio- 
lating the federal laws through the 
sending of alleged obscene ‘letters | 
through the mails at various intervals 
prior to the wedding in Columbia of 
Miss Margaret McGregor, the daugh- 
ter of a leading druggist of the city, 
to Thomas Hoyle, a young business 
a of Sumter, during December, 
1922. 

Letters of a defamatory character 
are said to have. been received by the 
bridal couple and their friends, as 
well as by the Rey. Henry D. Philips, 
rector of Trinity Episcopal church, 
of Columbia, who performed the cere- 
mony. 

Both.the first trial of the case in 
Florence and the second in Columbia 
resulted in disagreement of the 
jurors.

$18,000. This is a.per capita expense 
of $15 a year—ridiculously small 
considering the great service that 
the school renders.

It accentuated the present spirit of 
cooperation that is so gloriously sweep- 
‘ing over Georgia ; and it served to dis- 
pel the altogether erroneous impres- 
sion that Atlanta is self-contained, or 
has selfish motives in activities. 

The mayor made it plain and under- 
standable at all of. these conferences

The first conference was that look- 
ing to the establishment of an air- 
mail line between the east and Miami. 
There were representatives present 
from all the coast cities from Wilming- 
ton to Miami. Atlanta had the largest 
number of representatives in the con- 
ference, but its delegation made no spe- 
cifie reference to any specific route, 
devoting its energies to the main ob- 
jective—that of making definite and 
feasible plans for the securing of such 
a service for the southeast. A perma- 
nent organization was formed, headed 
by our good friend, Andrew Aprea, 


of Savannah. Work of surveying the 
entire situation so that the problem 


may be fully understood in all of its 
angles, and then met, if practicable, 
will begin at once. 

In the meantime a cooperating or- 
ganization has been formed in Jack- 
sonville, 

It seems that not only air mail to 
the southeast, but a properly organized 
commercial air transportation servive, 
is a practical certainty within the next 
two or three years. It is coming. It 
must come. It was my privilege in 
October, 1918, to fly from Paris to 
London, between the lunch and dinner 
hours, and with perfect comfort, and 
with utmost confidence in the safety 
of the method of transportation. Every 
day has brought the service to a higher 
stage of perfection. 

Certainly America, the cradle of the 
aviation science, shall not lag behind 
‘in the practical development of that. to 
which she gave birth. 

It will be possible, in my judgment, 
to eat dinner in New York at the 
close of business on a wintry Satur- 
day, and take a surf plunge at Miami 
Beach before the sun goes down the 
Sunday afternoon—and that within 
the next five years. When that time 
comes, not only will air passengers 
travel in comfort, but in the ship that 
moves above the clouds will be carried 
mail, express and even freight. 

We are not beginning too early to 
look seriously at this great advance- 
ment in transportation, and plan for 
a strategic position in its early devel- 
opment. In the meantime Atlanta 
must become—and will—an air port 
second to none other in the United 
States. 

The present very unsatisfactory air- 
mail law was explained fully in the 
editorial columns of The Constitution 
two or three days ago. The govern- 
ment goes to no expense, and assumes 
no liability. It eontracts only on a 
cancellation basis, and gives to the 
mail contractor the overage in the 
mail stamp revenues between the nor- 
mal postage rates for surface trans- 
portation, and the advanced rates, col- 
lected as scheduled, for the air service. 

Air mail development to any marked 
extent is impossible under such a law, 
and the next congress will be asked to 
liberalize it so that the government 
may assume some commensuate lia- 
bility in the development of a service

PROPOSED ZONE FOR 
SEA-TO-MOUNTAIN HIGHWAY. 

The most important direct accom- 
plishment at the series of Savannah 
conferences was the creation of an 
organization looking to the grouping of 
the counties between Savannah and 
Chickamauga into a bonding zone— 
and this for the purpose of building a 
permanently paved trunk-line highway 
between Chattanooga and Savannah 
via Atlanta and Macon. This would 


be along the state’s backbone, and not 
only tie together the two great federal 


reservations, Chickamauga and Fort 
Screven, and link several large cities, 
but it would link the gateway for the 
west to the state’s big port city, inter- 
sect every other trunk highway cross- 
ing the state, and have the further dis- 
tinction of tying together the state’s 
two great recreational and rest and 
health areas, the mountains and the 
‘seacoast, 

There is no argument as to the im- 
portance of such a paved highway. It 
is an se enna undertaking, in the

Two years ago, when the demand for 
the building of a permanent highway 
between the Caroling and Florida 


| lines, along the coast, became impera- 


tive, the problem of “how” was the 
most difficult one to solve. Chatham 


concrete highways through their re- 
spective counties along this route. 
There were two or three weak coun- 
ties, however, that were unable, under 
the 7 per cent maximum of taxable 
values provided by law, to bond for 
their pro rata shares of the total costs 
of such construction. Thus, without 
cooperation, the highway could not be 
built. There was no way to cooperate 
under the law, without one county 
loaning convicts to another, or some- 
thing of that kind, and of negligible 
value at best in such an undertaking. 
At this juncture Harvey Granger, of 
Savannah, conceived the bonding zone 
idea. The legislature of 1924 agreed 
to the plan and submitted a constitu- 
tional amendment permitting _Chat- 
ham, Bryan, Glynn, Charlton, and so 
on—just those counties through which 
the highway would go—to issue bonds 
as a group, each responsible for its 
mileage on a basis’ of taxable values 
on digests. 


The two counties with the heaviest 
digests had not one foot of new paving 
to do, and yet assumed the major por- 
tions of the expense falling upon the 
counties, because the completed high- 
way would be of inestimable value to 
them, as to all, and could only be com- 
pleted by the strong helping the weak. 

The amendment was ratified, and 
at the zone bond election the issue of 


bonds was Overwhelmingly voted. The 
highway is now assured, with state 
and federal aids already allocated, and 
in Savannah the psychological effect 
of this spirit of cooperation and enter- 
prise has been an increase of general 
realty values of from 50 to 100 per 
eent. That seems almost unbelievable 
at first glance, but any informed Sa- 
vannah citizen will confirm it.

GREAT INTEREST SHOWN 
BY INTERESTED COUNTIES. 

When the proposal for the coast- 
to-capital highway, to be similarly con- 
structed, came up, there were fully 400 
delegates at the first conference called. 
At the second conference, attended by 
the Atlanta delegation last week, there 
were supposed to be only members of 
the executive committees from each 
interested county present, but fully 
~00 other citizens from along the en- 
tire route were present. This illus- 
trates the tremendous interest in this 
rew plan for highway development. 

Very wisely the proposal was adopt- 
ed to group the counties from Savan- 
nah to the Georgia line at Chatta- 
nooga, in a mountain-to-sea zone, and 
build the state’s backbone artery from 
Chattanooga to Savannah, via Atlanta 
and Macon, intersecting all other of 
the main interstate highways in Geor- 
gia. : 

As to the question of bonding on a 
basis of the digests of individual coun- 


ties, the larger pro rata of the costs of 
such a highway imposed against coun- 


ties will naturally fall upon Fulton. 
It is only right that Fulton should 
pay more, for her benefits will be 
proportionately greater. 
At the extreme estimate the in- 
creases in taxes would not exceed 40 
cents on a thousand-dollar assessment, 


of such potential advantages in the’ 


which is such a small cost for such 
a tremendously valuable asset, that 
little opposition from the progressive 
citizenry of the county would be ex- 
pected. There are other aspects to the 
situation, however. From the counties 
not incluced in the group there would 
very naturally develop opposition to 
allocating such a considerable portion 
of the available state road building 
fund, for any considerable period of 
time, to even so important a through- 
State artery. 

The general plan is good. There 
can be no argument about that. Geor- 
gia should build permanent highways, 
and build her through-state arteries 
first. This is the backbone or main 


artery. Hence its importance cannot 
be overestimated. 


The question is the practicability 


of the proposed plan, in absolute and 
undisputed fairness to every county 
in the state. . 

I am of the opinion there should be 
worked out scientifically an allocation 
of the gas tax incomes from the coun- 
ties only that are interested for that 
purpose, differentiated as prorated un- 
der the existing law. ‘Chat is to say, 
as the road fund in Georgia is created 
today only by a gas tax of three cents 
—one cent allocated to counties and 
two cents to the state—and by the 
vehicular tag tax fund, whieh goes 
exclusively to maintenance, the carry- 
ing and retirement of bonds issued by 
counties grouped into a zone for con- 
structing a specific through-state high- 
way, should be provided, both as to 
zone and state aid, from the gasoline 
taxes that accrue in the counties in- 
volved only: and without toucliing the 
allocaticn to other counties, or the 
state’s road building fund that may 
acerue from those counties. Then 
(the fairness of the plan cannot be 
attacked. 

Add to this system a general con- 
stitutional authority. that any counties 
in Georgia desiring td group them- 
selves into a bonding zone may do so, 
with the securing of an enabling act 
from the legislature. . 

When the two details are worked 
out, it seems to me the zoning system 
will have been perfected beyond at- 
tack, and in such a way as to com- 
mand the cooperation of all counties 
in any one proposed group.

The sound and state-wide philos- 
ophy, so little esteemed today, was 
highly esteemed by the early fathers 
of Georgia. 

In the first fundamental law of the 
state (constitution of 1777) it was 
enacted that “schools shall be erected 
in each county and supported at the 
general expense of the state.” 

Just 100 years after, in 1877, a new 
constitution said: “There shall be a 
thorough system of common schools 
for the education of children in the 
elementary branches of an English 
education only the expense of 
which shall be provided for by taxa- 
tion. or otherwise.” 

How comes it, then, that Georgia is 
“near the bottom of the column in 
education, and near the top in illit- 
eracy”’ 

When the legislature meets next 
month, go up and look it over; sit 
in on the wrangles in the rooms of 
the committees on education. and you 
will find out “how comes?’ 

In. 1783 the iegislature donated 
1.000 acres of lend to each county for 
the support. of free schools, and in 
the year following, 40,000 acres for 
the endowment of a university, and 
in 1792 1,000 pounds (money pounds 
of the currency of that day), for the 
endowment of an academy (high 
school) in each county. 

In the preamble of the charter creat- 
ing the University of Georgia, in 1785, 
are these words: 

“As it is the distinguished happt- 
ness of free governments that civil 
order should be the result of choice, 
-nd not: necessity, and that the com- 
mon wishes of the people become the 
laws cf the land, their public pros- 
perity and even existence depend very 
much on suitably forming the minds 
and morals of their citizens.” 

So they provided for common and 
higher education and the legislature 
enacted that “if any person or persons 
under the age of 16 years, shall, after 
the passage of this act, be sent abroad 
without the limits of the United States, 
and reside there three years for the 
purpose of receiving an education wn- 
der a foreign power, such person or 
persons, after their return to this 
state, shall for three years be con: 
sidered and treated as aliens, >@.

A Shield 
And Weapon. 


“Britain used its sea power only 
as a shield and not as a sword dur- 
ing the world war,’ says Professor 
William Oliver Stevens, formerly of 
the United States Naval academy at 
Annapolis. The professor is an ex- 
pert on naval affairs and perhaps 
does the British fleet a service by 
describing it as a shield. Yet it is 
an open secret that the British fleet 
came within an ace of failing -lso 
as a “trusty shield and buckler.” At 
one time the German submarines 
Against which the fleet could practi- 
eally do nothing, were sinking Brit- 
ish, allied and neutral tonnage at 
such a rate that the end of the war 
was in sight, with Britain sinking to 
her knees at the same moment. when 
France was staggering from loss of 
blood at the sanguinary Verdun and 
Chemin des Da:nes encounters. Sud- 
denly the kaiser called off the cam- 
paign of unrestricted submarine war- 
fare, not because of naval pressure, 
but for wholly different reasons. 
Safely moored behind the mine fields 
of Heligoland and _ the inaccessible 
Skagerak and Kigl canal, the German 
high-sea fleet was immune from at- 
tack. Had the Germans ventured 
out in the open, the shield idea would 
soon have been abandoned and the 
more aggressive role of sword would 
have been substituted. If the British 
fleet was used as a shield it was 
done because there was nothing else 
to do. ‘The same traditions govern 
both the British army and navy. 


h|Surely the army was always a sword

Decline 
Of Spain 

M. Joseph Caillayx speaks in a re- 
cent article of the fall and decline of 
Spain and he says that fanaticism, 
causing her to reject all elements for- 
eign to the state religion, was one of 
the chief reasons of Spain’s fall from 
greatness. The fanaticism of Philip 
II drove him to a war with the 
Netherlands, a war that lasted 80 
years and that drained the resources 
of Spain, notwithstanding her tre- 
mendous income from the new Amer- 
icas, When the great. Spanish con- 
quistadors could not subdue the 
Dutchmen, Philip resorted_to the ter- 
rible instrument of the Spanish In- 
quisition, a method of procedure that 
was condemned even at Rome, ac- 
cording to a i0dern Jesuit historian. 
The fall of the empire of Spain con- 
tains one of the greatest lessons in 
history of a state which refused to 
funetion as an impartial arbiter in 
social and religious quarrels but 
which took active sides in the quar- 
rel. with the result that the state 
had to accept all the consequences of 
the loser in the quarrel. 


Wales Talks 
Dutch. 


The prince of Wales, we are told, 
has accomplished that most difficult 
feat, captured the hearts of the Trans- 
vaal Boers, and the way he did it was 
by addressing them in their own 


lative assembly. It is to be hoped 
that the prinee’s Dutch was something 
different from the words ascribed to 
him in press dispatches, for they were 
neither Dutch, Africander nor English. 
There is nothing that touches a man’s 
heart déeper than to hear his mother 
tongue spoken by a stranger. That 
Wales spoke in Dutch moved even the 
stoic Boers te an outburst of enthu- 
siasm, for’ it showed them that the 
prince took an interest in their hopes 
und aspirations. If some of the other 
Britishers who have figured so promi- 
nently in the history of the Transvaal 
had shown half the spirit of coopera- 
tion and will to understand that Wales 
showed on this occasion, a great deal 
of the hard feeling and bitterness be- 
tween Boer and Briton would have 


themselves are a match for the Brit- 
ish in stubbornness. But when a man 
like General Herzog, an old-time ir- 
-reconcilable and a firm antagonist of 
“nerfidious Albion” begins to talk of 
conciliation and the need for the two 
races to stand together, another day 
is dawning for South Africa. Hitherto 
the development of the union has 
been retarded by bitter racial feeling. 
The Boers begin to realize that the 
future greatness of their country de- 
pends on their active cooperation with 
the “uitlanders.”

As a 
token of recognition of Miss: Ferber’s 
creative genius, the award fulfills the 
intention of the donors, but it can 
hardly be placed in the same category 
as, let us say, scholarships, in music, 
painting or sculpture.

for ad valorem taxes.” 

Concerning possible legislation af- 
fecting the state highway department. 
and its future policy, the representa- 
tive from Colquitt says: 

“I. favor abolishing the state high- 
way department, and instead letting 
the funds for road work would be ex- 
pended by the ‘several counties. and 
the work supervised by them. _How- 
ever, I would favor retaining a high- 
way board and a highway fund. to 
build’ highways’ throughout the state. 

“I would favor letting the state 
highway board name the roads on 
which the money from the highway 
fund. shall be expended. but would 
prefer 1 ‘ing the construction ‘and 
upkeep or maintenance of the roads 
be handled by the county: officials,”
